THE SUEZ CANAL. 

The new Suez Canal proposals may be only 
a threat, and the scheme may be impracticable, 
but. it has certainly created a stir among the 
governing body of the Canal. A considerable 
amount of correspondence bearing on the ques- 
tion has passed between Egypt and Paris, with 
the result that four members of the head 
administration, two French, one British, and, 
one Dutch, have arrived at Port-Said, and are 
busily engaged, amongst other things, in 
inspecting the new harbour works, in ‘tlie - 
company of M. Tillier, director-general from 
Cairo, and M. Coulant, director at Port- 
Said. It is much to be regretted that, the 
Canal Compafy cannot see their way te 
give some public indication of the nature 
of their scheme. From an outsider’s point 
of view, the progress of the works ap- 
pears to’ be so slow, and the plarit and 
personnel are so trivial for such a gigantic 
piece of work, that no real port extension 
seems. likely to be “accompli~hed for ‘many 
years. One would think that the present rate 
of development of the country, and the con- 
gested state of the port of Alexandria, would 
warrant the company’s tackling ‘ this large 
scheme in @ more serivus and energetic manner.

a breadth of 51 feet, anda depth of 35 feet. 
I'he ship has two masts and. two massive fun 
uels, She is built of steel and is divided into 
12 water-tight compartments by stout bulk- 
heads. Her engines indicate 7,500 horse 
power. Her average sea speed is between 16 
and 17 knots an hour. The open gangways 


along the sides of the midships deckhouse on}. 
grapeful | - 


the upper deck give the ship a very 
appearance. ‘I'he promenade deck, which is free 
of all obstructions and lit at night by electric 
lamps from overhead, is throughout its entire 
length of 250:feet covered by a permanent awn- 
ing deck, upon which the numerous life-boata 
are carried ready for immediate use. At the 
after end of the promenade deck is the first- 
class smoke room, spacious, airy, and elegantly 
appointed. Forward on the same deck is the 
entrance to the upper vestibule, out of which 
open the ladies’ room and the music room. The 
saloon is on the upper deck. The state rooms 
for first class passengers are on the main deck. 
At the foot of the staircase is a large vestibule 
frum the after part of which run the two corri- 
dors leading to the state rooms, bath rooms, 
etc. The state rooms contain two berths, a 
wardrobe, two wash stands, a chest of drawers, 
a writing table, and a sofa couch. 

The steamer has accommodation for 168 
first and 79 second class passengers. Tlie 
second class accommodation is in the after 
part of the ship, aud is as spacious and com-. 
fortable as the first class, if not so luxuriously 
appointed. The lower deck and the fore part of 
the ship are reserved for steerage passengers, 
of whom 950 can be carried. Every possible 
precaution had been taken to ensure the ship's 
safe ty. “ .

ing health and energy, and it is matter for 
great regret that a number—a comparatively 
small number, we believe—of empioyers stall 
retuse to give way. if consideration for their 
employés does “nut carry any weight with 
these men, will not their own: selfish in- 
terests do so? Many who are callous w 
the sufferings of animals fiud that it pays 
vest to treat them weil and not overwork 
them, aud surely, frum the same low point otf 
view, 1t must be better for an employer to be 
served by oue who Qas every incentive to study 
his interests, and/ is kept in the condition to 
do so, than by aftired aud fagyed-out employé 
who, week in ad week out, has to go through 
the weary day’s work without an interval of 
rest at stated times. 

While we admit that there is much to be 
said both for and against the Wednesday or 
Saturday half-holiday which is coming s0 
generally into vogue in Eugland, we caa con- 
ceive of no even plausible objection to the one 
day of rest in seven, which we consider should 
be universally the rule,—not necessarily on 
Sunday, for the conditions under which we live

THE RUSSIAN AND JAPANESE 
SQUADRONS. Me 

To rue Epiron oF THE EoypriaN GAZETTE. 
~ Sir, think we may safely assume that the 
Russian rumour that the Japanese men-of-war 
had arrived at Diego Garcia (which Reuter’s 
Thursday telegram announced) was only the 
‘result of another of the many scares created in 
their own minds by the hysterical condition of 
the‘ crews of Rodjestvensky’s ships at ‘T'ama- 
tave. Nothing is less likely than that the 
Japanese would waste their coal and. energies 
in such a wild goose chase, when they have only 
to bide their time ard watch the few inlets by 
which the Russians can pass from the Indian 
Ucean to the China Sea. Had it been the Rus- 
sian Squadrons from North and South which 
had made Diego Garcia their rendez-vous there 
would be no cause for surprise. One of the 
objects of the squadrons must be as far as 
pussible to economise their coal, and another, 
in all probability, is to avoid a collision with 
the Japanese on their way to the East. 

Diego Garcia and the group of islands to 
which‘it belongs known as the Chagos Archi- 
pelago, which lie in 5° South Latitude, form 
an excelient point of departure to the Far 
Kast, under present conditions, for the united 
Russian Squadrous as, regards the ecunomisa- 
tion of their tuel, especiaily if the ships have 
sail power. ; = 

At this season of the year, although the 
N. K. trade wind blows neariy up to tiie 
Equator on the North side ot these islands, 
aud, at the same time, the S. KE. trade is“ blow- 
ing up to the Varailet of 10° on their South 
side, there exist be.ween the Equator and the 
wenth deyree of Suuth Lautude a continuous 
belt ot what 1s called the Cross or Middle trade 
wind blowiug strong trom tue West and N. W. 
right across the Indiau Ocean to the South 
eud of ‘l'awa, round which the Kussiaus might, 
possibly,- slip. by and on up the Straits of 
Macassar unobserved by the Japanese. - By 
euutiuuing their course to the Eastward of the 
Philippine Islauds they would escape the 
streuyth of the N. K. Monsoon in the China 
Sea which they would, by the usual route, 
have to encounter, and at the same time avoid 
the vicinity of Formosa on theig way North. 

1 have, myself, taken adyantage~of this 
Cross - Monsoon in January whilsg crossing the 
[udian Ocean, and it was heath eeDaishine to 
carry a teu-knot Westerly breeze for such a 
loug distance on the Paraliel of 5° South; 
whilst, when [ approached the Equator ou 
une side, or the tenth Parallel of South Lati- 
tude’ou the other, out of curiosity, the breeze 
began to fuilas surely as it kept up its full 
strength in tue axis of the belt.

A NEW CLUB IN CAIRO. 
Many of our readers will be pleased to hear 
that an effort is now being made in Cairo to 
bring the river-into use for sporting pur- 
poses, Up till now: the Khedivial Sporting 
Club: has absorbed the ‘energies of those 
who arrange the amusements of others, and 
we are delighted to hear that attention is 
going to be tarued.to the river. What could 
be. mure delightful than a quiet sail with one 
or twu companions on a hot stuffy evening in 
spring ? — there is nearly always breeze 
enough on the river. | 

We understand that six boats have been 
ordered of one design from England, -four of 
which are already in the water, and we shall 
soon see them sailing. ‘They are of the class 
of boats. known as the “Bembridge one” design, 
aud are 16 feet 4 inches overall by 5 feet 4 
inches beam, clinker built, having iron on the 
keel as well.as an iron centre-board aud some 
ballast inside ; they are rigged >with a roller 
mainsail and a roller jib. ‘hese boats are 
cousidered a very weatherly class in the 
Sulent fur their size. 

‘'o arrauge races for these boats a club call- 
ed the River Ulub, Cairo, has been formed 
with acomunittee of gentlemen who under- 
stand sailing, with Lord Cromer as president 
and Mr. J. Maudsluy as hon. sec. ‘I'he sub- 
scription has been fixed at.P.'T.100 per annum, 
aud ouly members will be allowed to- sail a 
bout in w race. ‘I'he racing rules are founded 
ou the Y.R.A. rales, with certain local condi- 
tious allowed for. ‘The seasun would naturally 


commence at the beginning of November and 
‘| eud inrMay or June, so they will have at least 


six mouths’ sport. One cup has already been. 
presented for this class, and it is to be hoped 
others will follow. 

lt must nut be supposed that only the one 
desigu class is to be encouraged. The com- 
mittee hope to encouraye every kind of river 
sport in time, but unfortunately their finances 
will not this year permit of a landiny-stage, 
which is very much required. It is to be 
huped, however, that sume of our friends 
who are fond of sailing will be able to 
overcome this by lending a piece of land, 
in @ convenient position, to the club, or 
perhaps some one may have a dahabieh he 
does not use, and would lend it. Surely it 
would not diminish the value of the land if 
some landowner were to lend a kirator two 
and give a right of way to the river, and the 
dahabieb, if one is lent, could bé moored here, 
and races would be watched from an advan- 
tageous position. 

We can ouly wish the River Club a success- 
ful fnture. Everything that tends to bring us 
into relations one with another should be 
enoduraged by all.
